"Inheritance of Hate 


I recall in my early childhood the 
sealing that my, elders held against the 
British immigrant, and all things British 
in fact.. We had not buried the 1775 
and.the 1812 spirit, the feeling that Eng- 
land ‘would try to get the’ best of us, 
which she apparently seemed to do when 
the 1861 upset came, Only the wisest 
statesmen over there and the Lancaster 
Spinners really hoped we would win out 
in their secret hearts. 

A very odd survival of the old hatred 
of the Yankees is found in Provincial 
Canada‘ along the lakes, where we had 
the most friction in the second war with 
Great Britain. Here in the east, nearer 
the French part of the Dominion always 
friendly, and Nova Scotia also in its in- 
terchange of population from the South 
Shore before the Revolution: and the 
added tory blood in 1776, we do not often 
run up against this sleeping jealousy. I 
read in my sister’s Diary of her Georgian 
Bay trip, a very characteristic incident 
of this unburied hatchet. 

They. havea little railroad on: the 
island built at a great expense. of blast- 
ing through deep, rocky ravines, cross- 
ing two. drawbridges, so that the folks 
living at. the west end of the central 
plateau and those also landing from the 
main north shore of the Canada side; 
real old settlers of the 1812 stock, can 
get; down to the shops and other. priv- 
ileges of the harbor town at the east 
end. They just swarm down with. ex- 
cursions, crowding the regular guests 
from the dining rooms, fill the parlors 
with piano recitals of Gospel hymns and 
comig. opera all day. . The distracted 
landlords are powerless, but advise the 
guests to fight as best they can for their 
seats and. dinners. .One of the church 


‘societies on. one raid, got up a supper 


for the hotel visitors and gave them the 
first choice of seats when the inyaders 
flocked in. 

At the band concert in the square on 
one occasion my sister’s party of six, 
drawn together from our side the line by 
unity of love for Uncle Sam, saw the 
Dominion flag rising slowly on the staff, 
and one lady mistaking it for our colors 
before it’ unfolded, was pleased: to.ex- 
press her wonder at what she thought a 
compliment. A pert young excursionist 
in the seat in front remarked,—‘ Not 
that dirty old. rag!”. and narrowly 
escaped getting her mouth slapped by 
“Chicago, etc.” Pretty soon, the band 
struck up our old war song, “Red, 
White, and Blue,” and our side enjoyed 
the uptilted nose and chin of Miss 
Canada. The railroad plans this weekly 
excursion to the east end to eke out ex- 
penses, as the freight rate is higher than 
boat fees for business. .Soon these 
belligerents will calm down and learn to 
love us. This is the sort of thing that 
has held among three generations of 
Saxon people witha common origin and 
language. What will be the World 
Harvest of Hate in the end of this last 
struggle between might and right, we 
may not live to reap, but the next three 
generations will have up-hill work to 
forget the maiming of little children, the 
loss of art treasures of cunning skill, 
the breaking of the word. in spite of 
“Honor” so called, which stands for 
Christianity in military circles. 

I must say I had rather get a good un- 
fading bit of all-wool serge we can’t dye 
here in our highly unfavorable climate, 
good German hose with fine twist: yarn, 
“honest Indian.” I would pay the ex- 
tra tariff and help Uncle Sam cheerfully, 
and savé on meat which I can’t eat (like 
one of our dear lads here who, as the 
family were wont to do in Lent, fasted 
on goodies, gave up “tomatoes,” which 
he never ate.) But since I have begun to 
size up the spirit of the German Govern- 
ment, and the leaders in trade there, I 
feel like that Canada belligerent...Can 
I enjoy in my short session of life left, 
to wear their “dirty old rags” ever 
again, sing those Schumann songs all by 
myself with delight when the fit takes 
me, read those silly novels wé never 
outgrow, so faithful are the pictures of 
German. life, .in.our. library? ..We -have 


learned here in the union of North and 
South: to laugh at the flounderings of 
our; brethren ‘now again’ in the saddle. 
We know we shall have our turn fairly, 
after they get their experience at being 
trained to: govern wisely. But what 
hope is in sight for these unhappy peo- 
ples abroad? The trath brings a sword, 
said our. Prince of Peace, and years of 
pain will be needed before the eye will 
see and the ear hear the new gospel of 
“good will” to the neighbor we must 
love as ourselves. C. H. A.

Ways of Baking Bread 


“In visiting Greece I was struck with 
the primitive ovens built behind most of 
the houses in small towns,” says a corre- 
spondent in the Bakers’ Weekly. ‘‘These 
were like large beehives, built of clay; 
they were evidently solid up to the sole, 
then had the arched roof over, with a 
door at one side. 

“They are heated with fires of straw 
and twigs, and when ready for use are 
swept out, the dough put in and the 
opening stopped up with stones and clay 
till the bread is cooked. Structures like 
these are typical of the ovens found in 
many lands where men have had to 
evolve appliances for various uses from 
the materials they had at hand. 

“Thus in some places we find holes 
dug in the earth and lined with stones, in 
which a fire is kept burning till sufficient 
heat is raised, the bread being then put 
in and a stone laid over the opening 
ry a fire on it to keep up the cooking 

eat. 

“In these ovens, we are told, the South 
Sea Islanders bake their bread, fruit and 
yams and roast their pork, and doubtless 
they answer their purposes very well. In 
some Eastern countries fire is put into a 
large earthen jar with small mouth and 
sloping sides, the cakes of bread being 
stuck on the outside of the jar to bake. 

“Then we know the’ old-fashioned 
girdle, so much used in old Scotch farm 
houses, on which scones, bannocks and 
oatcakes are fired. This is also em- 
ployed in Scandinavia for baking the 
universal ‘flad brod,’ and it is also in use 
= many other countries in various 

apes 

“in ‘Cornwall the old kettle style of | 
oven is still used for home baking, the | 
dough being laid on the hot hearthstone 
with a large, round iron pot inverted 
overit. Fire outside of this keeps up the 
baking heat, and the Cornish ‘kettle 
bread’ is very good eating, indeed, even 
if it is a little puddingy in the center 
sometimes. 

“Even more primitive means of bak- 
ing have to be used sometimes, as when 
the Australian digger rolls up his ‘damp- 
er’ in leaves and covers it with hot ashes |. 
to bake. But still all methods from hot 
stones to draw plate ovens are used for 
the one great purpose, to make bread 
and the great variety of means used for | 
this end go to show the universal impor- 
tance of that article.
